Time for Extra 
Precautions at 
Hand, Warning 


Fire Chief Bill Leonesio this 
week issued his annual before- 
the-sum m er w arning about the 
fire menace. 
“E very year about this tim e I 
say the same thing and every 
year I hope it does som e good— 
it’s a lot easier to prevent fires 
than to put them out. A nd it’s a 
lot less expensive to use precau­ 
tions than it is to take a chance. 
It costs money to fight fires and 
no insurance is going to cover all 
of the loss.” 


HE URGED a check of prem ­ 
ises for fire hazards, elim ination 
of faulty electrical appliances or, 
at least, repair, and general good 
sense in handling of inflam m ables 
use of m atches and all the little 
thoughtfulness that prevents pos­ 
sible serious loss. 
There have been several auto­ 
mobile fires due to short circuits 
lately. M ight be a good thing to 
h a v e 
the 
autom obile 
w iring 
checked, too, he said. The desert 
air m ay have done som ething to 
the insulation. 


FORESTRY OFFICIALS also 
sounded a warning. They stressed 
the negligence of m any m otorists 
in 
tossing 
burning 
stubs 
or 
m atches from autom obiles and 
pointed out that there is a state 
law against this practice. Several 
acres of brush land near Cabazon 
on H ighw ay 99 were burned over 
last week due, it is believed, to a 
m otorist’s carelessness. 
"L et’s all be careful and we can 
reduce the fire hazard to the m in­ 
imum,” said Leonesio. “It’s a lot 
cheaper all around.”

A t that 
tim e he prepared a brief for the 
governm ent holding th at the al­ 
lotm ents were tribal rath er than 
individual.

Most im portant business on the 
agenda an dof widespread inter­ 
est in the Village is expected to 
be the introduction of an ordi­ 
nance creating a Parks and R e­ 
creation Commission. 


THIS 
COMMISSION 
recom ­ 
mended by a civic comm ittee at 
a previous m eeting of the council 
will have as its im m ediate ob­ 
jective the construction of a re­ 
creational center at the city-ow n­ 
ed Field Club. It is proposed to 
have seven mem bers on the park 
board, two m em bers from the 
unified school board, two m em ­ 
bers from the council and three 
mem bers at large. 
It is reported that three nam es 
for the m em bers at large w ith 
more to come will be placed be­ 
fore the city council for selection. 
Prom inently m entioned are Ben 
Shearer, president of the Home 
O wner's League. H utch Moseley, 
who acted as chairm an of the ci­ 
vic com m ittee and George R ober­ 
son, co-owner of the Desert Inn. 


COUNCIL MEMBERS will also 
hear City M anager W illiam E. Al- 
w orth report on the status of the 
Palm Springs A irport and the 
supplem ental application to be 
subm itted to W ar Assets A dm in­ 
istration for the transfer of 100 
acres of land lying contiguous to 
the runw ays. 
The acquisition of the land by 
the city will m ake it possible for 
city hall offices to m ove to build­ 
ings now on the airport site and 
save the taxpayers the annual 
rental asked for space now oc­ 
cupied on Palm Canyon drive. 
The lease on the Palm Canyon 
drive buildings expires July 1 and 
M anager A lw orth feels that final 
negotiations w ith WAA will be 
completed in time to perm it the 
move.

June 24, 1944, will be buried in 
the Palm Springs Cemetery May 
31. Memorial Day, according to 
tentative 
plans 
announced 
by 
Mrs. 
Ryland 
S. 
Pinckard, 
the 
mother, yesterday. 
She said that the body of her 
son is expected to arrive in San 
Francisco next week and should 
reach Wiefels and Son M ortuary 
in Banning May 28. The rem ains 
will then be prepared for burial 
and shipped to Palm Springs for 
funeral services and burial. 


ACCORDING to Mrs. Pinckard, 
the American Legion here will 
assist in a m ilitary funeral for 
her son in the Wars Memorial 
building constructed bv her hus­ 
band Ryland S. Pinckard, who 
passed away approxim ately one 
month ago. The M arine hero will 
be laid to rest beside the grave 
of His father. 
Young Pinckard, born in Long 
Beach, California, was reared in 
Palm Springs and Banning and 
was 25 years of age w hen he was 
killed by Japanese fire on Saipan. 
June 24, 1944. 


HE HAD ENLISTED in the 
M arines in 1940 and took part in 
the 
campaign 
that 
conquered 
New Zealand. G uadalcanal and 
Tarawa. 
During the latter e n ­ 
gagem ent he w as wounded and 
did not return to battle for a year 
w hen he was killed on Saipan. 
On graduation from high school 
at 17 he joined th e m aritim e serv­ 
ice w here he rem ained until 20 
years of age. He was home only 
a com paratively short tim e w hen 
he enlisted in th e U. S. Marines.

THE TRAMWAY PROBLEM: The most frequent question asked 
The Desert Sun is: “When will the Tram w ay be built? 
The answ er 
still is: 
We don't know. 
A pparently neither does the Mt. San 
Jacinto W inter Park A uthority, the state agency which was em ­ 
powered by the State Legislature to do the job 
Let's review the 
situation briefly, as best w e can. 
Going back to the beginning we find the legislature passing the 
original tram w ay bill (Assembly bill No. 1239) on May 25, 1945. It 
goes into great length setting lip general powers of the A uthority, 
authorization for the issuance of bonds, acquisition and construction 
details, establishm ent of rates, handling of funds, etc. This bill pro­ 
vided that “the total am ount of bonds outstanding at any one tim e 
shall not be in excess of three million dollars at any one tim e.” 
On March 28, 1947, a bill was passed (Assembly bill No. 754) 
w hich am ended the Act as follows: 


1. Elim inated the restriction against construction of restaurants, 
playgrounds or places of recreation in Sections 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 
and 8. 
2. Removed the lim itation of three million in bonds. 
3. The am ended bill fu rth er states: “This act is hereby declared 
to be an urgency m easure necessary for the im m ediate preser­ 
vation of the public peace, health and safety w ithin the m ean­ 
ing of Sec. 1 of A rticle IV of the C onstitution and shall there­ 
fore go into im m ediate effect. A statem ent of the facts con­ 
stituting such necessity is as follows: 
“The successful issue and sale of bonds is dependent upon 
favorable m arket conditions which exist at the present tim e, 
and the construction of im provem ents in the area can be more 
readily undertaken in the approaching off-season months. 
Engineering studies are complete and responsible contractors 
have made estim ates and are available to bid and undertake 
the tram w ay development. In order to accomplish a construc­ 
tion program and develop a new recreation area for the people 
of the State in the shortest possible tim e under favorable con­ 
ditions, it is necessary that this act take effect im m ediately.” 


IT IS QUITE APPARENT from the wording of this bill th at it 
was INTENDED construction be started a year ago last March. Note 
that the Act says that engineering studies are complete, estim ates 
have been made by responsible contractors who are available to 
bid and undertake construction. Now, 14 m onths later, w e are ad-

vised that borings are being made at tow er sites to determ ine the 
probable cost of erecting such towers. The A uthority tells us that 
responsible companies will not bid on the job because: 1) T hey do 
not have sufficient engineering data on which to base their bid. 
2) The labor m arket is too unstable to undertake a job of this size 
at a fixed bid. In the m eantim e, the "favorable m arket conditions” 
for the sale of the bonds has long since past, and the ‘‘approaching 
off-season months” have come and gone a couple of times. As a 
result, the "public peace, health and safety” of the people of the 
State of California have not been “preserved.” 


WE'RE NOT LOSING SLEEP over the public peace, health and 
safety, how'ever; it’s the failure of the Tramway A uthority to get 
the project under way that causes our people to w onder and worry. 
It’s a trem endous undertaking, and w e’ll frankly adm it th at building 
an engineering wonder w hen construction problems are so num erous 
is no sm all task. Perhaps the problem s are so involved, and of such 
a technical nature, that it is difficult to give the public an u nder­ 
standable report. 
All we can do is to ASK the A uthority for more information. 
There is nothing in the Act which requires that body to ever start 
construction. The Act states that “w henever in the judgm ent of the 
A uthority it is advisable th at any project be acquired, constructed 
or completed, in whole or part, it shall cause a report thereon to 
be made . . . " A fter outlining the details the report m ust cover the 
Act then provides that "If the report is approved BY THE 
AUTHORITY, the A uthority may adopt a resolution declaring that 
the public interest and necessity dem and the acquisition, construc­ 
tion or completion of the project . . . and may thereupon authorize 
the issuance of revenue bonds . . . ” The A uthority is authorized 
to m ake a report w hen it sees fit—and then is the only body 
authorized to APPROVE the report. 


NOT VERY ENCOURAGING NEWS, is it? Mr. E arl Coffman, 
chairm an of the A uthority, has always issued statem ents after each 
meeting of the group. He states that he lias explained the cause of 
delay in the papers—and he has to this writer. We have passed this 
inform ation along as best we could. Readers know as m uch as w e do. 
It is our belief, however, th at the A uthority should issue a form al 
and complete statem ent to the press concerning the present status of 
the project. It is not only our idea but the opinion of many who 
have discussed the project w ith us. We are not trying to direct 
criticism of the A uthority or any m em ber of it. For the benefit of 
those who ask, we have quoted from the state law relating to the 
project, explained the situation to the best of our knowledge—and 
suggested that more inform ation on the subject be m ade available.

But there are 
secrets to making a really suc­ 
cessful stew, and Helen McCully 
lets you in on them in McCall's 
for January: 
"The secret to a truly great 
stew is the seasoning. 
A stew 
worthy of the name must be pre­ 
pared lovingly with gentle cook­ 
ing and frequent tasting. 
ENGLISH BEEF STEW 
2 lb. beef chuck 
3 tablespoons meat drippings 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1-i cup flour 
2 qt. meat stock 
1 tablespoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 
Vi teaspoon thyme 
1 green pepper 
Bouqeut: 4 springs parsley 
2 stalks celery 
1 slice onion 
1 bay leaf 
> i clove garlic 
2 cloves 
1 lb. tiny white onions 
4 carrots 
4 medium potatoes 
“Cut meat up in inch and a 
half pieces. Heat meat drippings 
in heavy kettle and brown the 
m eat on all sides. Sprinkle sugar 
over thc meat and continue to 
cook until it is 
a very dark 
brown. If the meat sticks, give 
the kettle a shake. Dust the flour 
on the meat and shake the kettle 
until flour is slightly brown. Add 
the hot meat stock. Lacking your 
ow n stock, make the quantity of 
liquid called for with beef cubes 
and boiling water. Add salt, pep­ 
per and thyme. Cut the green 
pepper up in strips, remove seeds 
and all along with the bouquet 
garni. 
‘‘Cover kettle tightly and let 
stew simmer about 2 hours or 
until you can pierce the meat 
easily with a fork. 
"While this is going on, peel 
onions; scrape carrots and cut 
lengthwise; wash and peel pota­ 
toes. 
Cook these vegetables to­ 
gether until almost tender. Give 
potatoes a 10-minute start before 
adding onions and carrots. Add 
them to stew and cook until all 
vegetables 
are 
really 
tender. 
Probably 5 to 10 minutes. 
Add, 
if you like, Vi cup of red wine. 
A m eal to make 4 people happy. 
“Serve this stew English fash­ 
ion. Arrange meat and vegetables 
on a large, hot platter and strain 
the rich soup into a piping hot 
tureen. Serve meat and vegeta­ 
bles in soup plates and ladle the 
soup over them. 
“Mrs. William L. White puts 
apple in her beef stew. Married 
to the son of the late, great W il­ 
liam Allen White, she has trav­ 
eled the world as the wife of a 
newspaper correspondent, appar­ 
ently absorbing culinary lore as 
she went along. Unlike the En­ 
glish Stew above, where you get 
a large quantity of soup, Mrs. 
W hite’s is thick, which is> more 
typically American. 
It is 
ex­ 
trem ely flavorful. Not alone be­ 
cause of the apple but because of 
the garlic and basil. Thc last is 
an herb you should know, for it 
is excellent in stuffing for birds, 
meat, fish; good (fresh particu­ 
larly) in salads; very fine in ome­ 
lettes. In fact, it’s one of the best 
all-round herbs we have. 
MRS. WHITE'S BEEF STEW 
2 lb. stew beef 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
6 carrots 
8 whole onions 
6 potatoes 
2 cups hot stock 
Vi teaspoon basil 
34 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 
Salt 
Plenty of freshly ground 
pepper 
3 apples peeled and grated. 
‘Cut meat up in nice eating 
pieces and brown in hot fat. Add 
garlic, 1 carrot, 2 onions, stock 
and 
all seasonings. Cover and 
cook over low heat about an hour. 


"Put remaining vegetables into 
stew and cook until nearly done. 
Add grated apples. Arrange veg­ 
etables and meat on a hot serv­ 
ing platter. 
"Put the 
mashed 
or 
pureed 
vegetables back into the pot and 
cook 3 or 4 minutes longer. Then 
pour over the meat and vegeta­ 
bles. A few cooked lima beans 
will make your stew very pretty. 
‘ Dumplings belong with Beef 
Stew. 
A light, fluffy dumpling 
steamed in the delicate flavors ol 
a fine beef stew is a pleasure no 
intelligent 
person

deny 
himself. Try them for dessert, too 
—if you’re feeling thin around 
the middle— buttered and sprin­ 
kled with brown sugar. .

ON SCHOOL MANAGEMENT 
Dear Editor: The slanderous 
whispering campaign about the 
character and ability of Doctor 
Oertel, principal of our high, 
school, prompts this letter. 
Palm Springs and your neigh­ 
bors have lately been in a fer­ 
ment which in itself is good, I 
hope, but I wonder if some of the 
judgements aren’t warped a trifle 
either 
by 
their unsatisfactory 
personal affairs or the uncertain­ 
ties of the national or internation­ 
al conditions. 
Thru the years of service on the 
school boards I have striven for 
an open mind and to consider at 
all times what was best for the 
student. 
Culturally I believe Dr. Oertell 
and the rest of the faculty are 
competent and the storms have 
come up on the question of disci­ 
pline and that is something that 
is a problem in most schools. The 
board hoped for and urged this 
often with violet opposition of 
parents who either could not or 
would not aid in the problems. 
Possibly the method of discipline 


was wrong and that is being con­ 
sidered, but to charge Dr. Oertell 
with communism, world federal­ 
ism, anti-semitism and many oth­ 
er evils, assuming all the charges 
leveled at him are evils, is wrong. 
I don’t believe them. 
The character and prestige of 
anyone is worth safeguarding so 
I have asked for proof of the 
charges and in writing so that the 
present board or the new board 
may weigh the evidence. 
I am free to vote as seems to 
me best and I shall remain free 
so long as I remain on the board 
and afterward. Neither the salary 
involved for the school principal 
nor the contract that goes with it 
will cause me to vote hurriedly 
and probably unwisely.
